First Step on Municipal 
Plant Question Should Be 
Setting Up of a Commission 


The retiring administration of the City of Hope has 


offered, subject to thc agreement of incoming officials 
and citizens generally, an expansion program for the 
municipal electric plant. 


As outlined at the regular council meeting November 


^U, it is proposed to purchase one new 2 500 KW gen- 
erator and accessory wiring and piping at a maximum 
cost of ^787,600, and to obtain an additional supply of 
standby power on bids from neighboring high-lines. 


This program, including the actual bids expected 


from the power companies, is to be discussed further at 
a public meeting of the council Tuesday, December 1 1 
I his will be a special session, with the fullest public at- 
tendance urged. 


In the meantime we would like to call further atten- 


tion to a point we emphasized in an editorial November 
I /. It was thc last, and perhaps the most important, of 
a five-point program we suggested for the municipal plant 
Here it is: 


"5. 
The Star is for municipal-plant operation, now 


and always. But whatever we do about the industrial 
power question it is obvious our city has grown to the point 
where, like Jonesboro and Conway, the actual control of 
the plant should be delegated by the city to a city-ap- 
pointed commission. The details of an electric plant are 
enormous and require long-term management." 


I believe most of the people who attended the three 


long and exhausting council sessions on the municipal 
plant question this month will agree that the time has 
come when the operation should be delegated to commis- 
sion control — and that it should be done before the ex- 
pansion program is undertaken. 


There is no management-continuity in a two-year 


elective city government. Within six years you are likely 
to find an entirely new official body. And yet a million- 
dollar power plant — the largest industry in our area — 
is supposed to run efficiently with such periodic and 
sweeping changes in top management. 


It is a great tribute to Hope's "know how" to be 


able to report that even in these circumstances our munici- 
pal plant has grown steadily, has been consistently prof- 
itable, and is today in the best position this writer has 
observed in 22 years. 


But the city has grown, and the plant also; and we 


arc gambling unsvarranredly with Old Lady Luck to post- 
pone any longer what we sh .<ld have done years ago 
• 


placing the plant under a ci.y-appointed commission of 
local business men. The largest and finest municipal 
plant in Arkansas, the one al Jonesboro, is so operated. 
I have written Jonesboro for details of their setup 
but 


this question should be pursued officially and legally. 


You hear criticism at times — that a municipal plant 


constitutes a hindrance to the industrial development of 
a community. I doubt that. Arkansas Power & Light Co. 
which serves El Dorado never was able to promote new 
industry in that town other than what the oil business de- 
veloped of its own accord. On the other hand, new industry 
did come ro Camden, another point served by A. P. & L. 
— but the start of that industrial development was a 
paper mill, moving upstream from Bastrop-Monroe, La., 
following the Ouachita river because of all-important 
water. 


It is vital, however, that every city do assure itself 


of an adequate supply of power, at rates competitive with 
thc private power lines. Hope does need more electricity 
— and it does need rate revision on certain classifications. 


The residential rates of Hope compare favorably 


with private-power rates. Up to bills of $10 a month I 
believe our rates are lower. But our commercial rates 
arc out of line — and for practical purposes we have no 
industrial rate structure at an. 


One quick answer to industrial criticism would be 


this: 


The municipal plant should be instructed to quote 


local industry the same rates quoted by private power 
systems for equivalent demand. Maybe we wouldn't make 
any money on these particular deals — but the obligation 
to meet competition when serving local plants which sell 
in competition with goods manufactured in other cities 
and states is clear and explicit ... if we expect to see our 
community thrive and expand. 


This is a grave and complex question. The details 


should be gone into by a commission of business men, 
appointed to long and staggered terms. 
They would 


screen these matters with the aid of expert help, and then 
report back to the city government on results and for in- 
struction as to general policy in the future. 


This, as brief as I can make it, is the case' for a 


municipal plant commission — and it should be appointed 
before we finally commit ourselves to the program at hand.
